Thomas Rodd, and Mary his then Wife, were admitted Tenants thereof; 
and the ſaid Thomas Rodd did his Fealty, paid his Fine, and hath ever 
ſince peaceably injoyed the ſame, and paid his Rent, and performed his 
Services, until on the 26th of November laſt, being attending his Clients 
Buſineſs ſeveral Miles diſtant from his ſaid Houſe, he had Notice ſent him, 
That the ſaid Earl had taken Poſſeſſion of his ſaid Dwelling-houſe. 


And upon his Return home, the ſaid Thomas Rodd found the Doors of 
the ſaid Houſe lock'd up, but found Means to get into the ſaid Houſe 
through a Vault that was under it; and coming up-Stairs into his Kit- 
chen, found Thomas Landon, of the Pariſh of Credeuhill, in the County of 
Hereford, Gent. Walter Reeſe, of the Pariſh of Bodenham, in the ſaid Coun- 
ty, Yeoman; Thomas Harri, of the Pariſh of Marden, in the ſaid County, 
Taylor; together with James Colloe, a Servant of the ſaid Earl's, and 
Two other Perſons unknown to the ſaid Thomas Rodd, keeping Poſſeſſion 
thereof, with a Blunderbuſs loaded with Powder and Four Bullets. 


And the ſaid Thomas Rodd demanding, By what Authority they took 
and kept Poſſeſſion of his ſaid Houſe 2 the ſaid Thomas Landon produced 
a Paper-writing, which he declared was a Warrant of Atrorney, under the 
Hand and Seal of the faid Earl; reciting, That the ſaid Thomas Rodd was 
ſeized of the ſaid Copyhold Tenements, and of ſeveral other Copyhold 
Lands, by him all, ſeveral Times ſince, purchaſed, within the ſaid Ma- 
Nor, and therein particularly mentioned : And that for ſeveral Contempts 
and Miſdemeanors he had forfeited the ſame, and all the reſt of his Co- 


pyhold, to the ſaid Earl, as Lord Farmer of the ſaid Manor. 
The faid Earl did therefore conſtitute and appoint the ſaid Landon, 
Reeſe, and Harris, his Attorneys to take Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Houſe, in 
the Name of the Whole: And the faid Mr. Rodd objecting to them, that 
they could not turn him out of Poſſeſſion of his ſaid Houſe, but by due 
| Courſe of Law; the ſaid Landon replied, That he had Security to indem- 
nify him for what he did.

And thereupon the ſaid Thomas Rodd thinking it his Duty, as well 
as his Intereſt, to apply to the Civil Magiſtrate for Relief, did not attempt 
to uſe any Force to remove the ſaid Perſons out of his Houſe ; but about 
Ten of the Clock at Night, went to Bed in his uſual Bed-Chamber, be- 
ing much fatigued with his Journey and Buſineſs the Day before; and 
about an Hour after, the ſaid Landon, with another Perſon unknown, came 

up into his the ſaid Thomas Rodd's Chamber, and compelled him to rife, and 
threatned; that if he would not get yp, they would take him and carry 
him out: And accordingly the ſaid Landon, and the ſaid other Perſons 
with him, did actually turn the ſaid Thomas Rodd, and molt of his Family, 
out of Doors; but it being near Midnight, the ſaid Thomas Rodd did pre- 
vail upon them to let them come in again; but the ſaid Landon, and 
others, turned them out again on the Morrow. 


The ſaid Thomas Rogd immediately apply'd himſelf to the Two next Ju- 
ſtices for Relief, as the Statute of Forcible Entries directs; who on their own 
View, and upon taking Depoſitions of the Force (and particularly of Lan- 
don's breaking a Window of the ſaid Houſe, and getting in through the

of the ſaid Houſe, keeping Poſſeſſion thereof by Force of Arms (viz. Lan- 


don, Reeſe, Harris and Colle) of a Riot and Forcible Entry : But the other 


Three Perſons in the · ſaid Houſe refuſing to diſcover their Names, the ſaid 


Juſtices kept them under Arreſt in order to their further Examination; and 
Two of the Three Perſons diſcovering their Names to be Clarke and Gritton, 


the ſaid Juſtices 1oſerted their Names in the ſaid Conviction ; but the Third 


Perſon never would diſcover his Name. 


Before the ſaid Juſtices proceeded to Fine the ſaid Perſons, the ſaid Earl 
brought a Certiorari to remove the Conviction into the Court of ig s- 


The ſaid Wharton and Williams of Urdimarſh, the Conſtables, by the 


- Juſtices Mittimus, conveyed the ſaid Six Rioters to Gaol, as the Statute di- 


rects; and Williams of Paradice, and Wootton, were commanded, in the 


King's Name, to affiſt them in fo doing; and Colloe, one of the Rioters, 
being under Arreſt, and endeavouring to make his Eſcape, Mr. Juſtice Lin- 
gen commanded Mr. Vnett, being then preſent, in the King's Name, to ſtop 

him; and Mr. nett accordingly called to other Perſons preſent to ſtop 


him, and if he reſiſted, to knock him down; but ſaid no more, and uſed 


no manner of Force towards him, or any of the faid other Perſons: And the 
ſaid Colloe was thereupon peaceably led back into the ſaid Houle, and after- 
wards quietly conveyed, with the ſaid other Perſons, to Hereford Gaol ; 
and in about Twenty Hours, the faid Perſons were all bailed and dif- 


charged. 


The faid Thomas Rodd inſiſts, He has not been guilty of any Act or Neg- 


lect that can amount to a Forfeiture of his ſaid Houſe and Eſtate, nor has 
any Preſentment been made of ſuch Forfeiture. But the ſaid Thomas Rodd 

has always paid his Chief Rent, and performed his Services, until of late, the 
faid Earl refuſes to receive any Chief Rent within the Manor. . 


And if the aid Earl imagines he has any Title to the ſaid Thomas Rodd's 


© Effate, and thinks proper to bring his Ejectment, the ſaid Thomas Rodd 
(though not bound by Law) hereby offers to appear Gratis, and Try the 
Cauſe the next Aſſizes. 5 Eo
